His Majesty, by the way, 
invariably uses hammer guns. 

It is a curious fact that the Royal 
Family’s members incline more to the gun 
than the rod. The Duchess of York is 
the only enthusiastic Waltonian of the 
family, and she is more inclined to the 
pursuit of the speckled beauties of the 
Highland streams than that of the lordly 
salmon. 


Imitation Raspberries. 


The prosecution of a London tradesman 
the other day for selling adulterated rasp- 
berry jam reminds me that this household 
commodity may fittingly be described as 
the pet preserve of the food-faker. Some 
years ago a woman friend of mine, who 
was acting as a district visitor in the East 


End of London, told me that on one occa- | 


sion, when she inquired the occupation of 
a sick man whom she was visiting, the 
patient informed her that he had a job as 
a “ pipper —that is to say, he was 
employed in chipping up wood into minute 
pieces to make pips for imitation raspberry 
jam. After reading about the London 
prosecution, however, I have come to the 
conclusion that this must be a decaying 
industry, unless the Anti-Dumping Bil: 
sets it going again. It appears that the 
jam sold by this trader contained 175 
gingilli seeds to the ounce. These were 
mixed with turnips, apple pulp, and a few 
genuine raspberries. The idea of using 


| the gingilli seeds must have come from the 


Kast, where sesame, of which they are the 
product, is grown in large quantities. 
When the essential oil had been extracted 
from the seeds, they were usually regarded 


| as worthless, until this ingenious way of 


using them was discovered.

HE Ulster Re-valuation Bill will come 
before the House of Commons in its 
second reading stage to-morrow, and not- 
withstanding an almost unanimous volume 
of protests from all over the province, the 
Northern Cabinet has determined that it 
must go through at all costs. The Belfast 
Corporation has called for a postponement 
of the measure, and protests have been 
registered against it by the Auctioneers’ 
and Estate Agents’ Institute, various local 
authorities and private citizens, all of 
whom foreshadow accentuated financial 
stringency, if not disaster, should the pro- 
posed legislation become law. 

On the other hand, the Prime Minister 
has definitely stated that, while the bill 
might be unpopular in certain quarters, it 
is fair, and the Government is resolved to 
go through with it. It is only right to 
mention, however, that Lord Craigavon is 
of opinion that when Mr. Pollock, Minister 
of Finance, makes his statement explaining 
the position, all misunderstandings and 
forebodings will disappear. 

This is a hopeful view to take in 
face of the reasoned opposition of the 
Corporation and other local authorities, 
where the opinion held that if the 
Imperial Government is determined to 
force the measure on the Six Counties, in 
order to swell the imperial contribution to 
the British Treasury, the odium of forcing 
the issue should be left to Great Britain. 
It is admitted, of course, that the pro- 
motion of the bill is due to pressure from 
Westminster,

ANTRIM FISHERMEN COMPLAIN. 


The fishermen along the Antrim coast 
are greatly concerned regarding the de- 
predations of trawlers which steam in and 
‘‘ rake the beds ” so constantly that the 
fishing industry is in danger of being com- 
pletely destroyed. It is stated that these 
craft come in disguised, with the result 
that their identity cannot be established, 
and as Northern Ireland has no preventive 
boats to guard its waters, the trawlers can 
operate in prohibited areas with compara- 
tive freedom, and sail away when the local 
fishermen approach to protest. 

Complaints have been received from 
Portrush, Portstewart, Ballintoy, and 
several other small ports on the Antrim 
shore regarding these illegal acts, but up 
to the present nothing has been done to 
protect the interests of the fishermen 
affected, and probably nothing can be done 
until the Imperial Government is asked to 
intervene and send a few armed motor- 
launches to warn intruders away. The 
Northern Province has its own little navy 
in H.M.S. Caroline, where volunteers are 
trained, but it is stationary in Belfast 
Harbour. 

No doubt, the reports of big shoals of 
fish off the coast a few months ago were 
tempting to venturesome trawlers from 
cross-Channel and other centres. but this 
practice of what is understood to be illegal 
fishing has been going on for a long time. 
inflicting injury on the Irish industry. The 
question will be raised in the Belfast 
House of Commons, and it is hoped that 
sympathetic consideration will be given to 
it by the Ministry of Commerce. . 


A TRANSFORMATION. 


Visitors to the Silent Valley in the 
Mourne Mountains are astonished at the 
transformation which has taken plac? 
amidst these hills of granite. Eight 
years ago a little river wandered along the 
bed of the valley, whose name was 
symbolic of the nature of the place. Now a 
great lake is rising steadily, forming a 
mighty reservoir, two miles in length, anJ 
occupying 240 acres in extent, to supply 
Belfast with an almost limitless supplv 
of pure water. The success of this vast 
undertaking is an enduring monument to 
the vision and enterprise of the Water 
Commissioners of the Northern capital, 
who persevered, undaunted, in the face of 
the most formidable difficulties. 

It will be recalled that during the first 
two years’ operations the bed of the valley 
i was found to be a regular morass of 
running sand, boulders, and water, and 
for some time it was feared that a founda 
tion of solid rock for the great dam could 
never be reached, and as a fact, instead 
of an estimated depth of less than 80 
feet, the trench had to be sunk to 212 
feet. Scientific engineering proved vic- 


torious over nature’s obstacles, and many

critics who were faint-hearted are now 
confounded. 

It is expected that the reservoir will be 
opened formally next autumn. The 
storage capacity 1s three thousand million 
gallons. It is already supplying the city 
with between seven and eight million 
gallons daily. The estimated cost of th: 
scheme is £1,345,000, but so far there has 
been no advance in the water rate to con- 
summers. 


BRIGHTER TIMES FOR LINEN. 


The linen industry still continues to 
improve, and the extent of the increased 
activity is reflected in a further substan- 
tial reduction of the unemployment 
figures. The official number on the regis- 
ter of the Labour Exchanges is now 
almost 64,000, whereas a few months ago 
the figure was about 74.000. ‘This is a 
happy augury for the future, due more, 
however, to the depreciation of the pound 
sterling than to any other reason. When 
safeguarding has had time to show its 
benefits to the home trade, no doubt the 
results will be even more satisfactory. 

During the week-end the Prime 
Minister expressed his gratification at the 
brighter outlook, and said that negotia- 
tions with the Board of Trade for further 
protection were still proceeding, in which 
representatives of the combined trade, the 
Northern Government, and the Unionist 
members of Parliament at Westminster 
were all strenuously engaged in an en- 
deavour to secure better conditions for 
the Six Counties, 

For many years flax-growing in the 
Province has been declining, until the 
area under tillage is now only a fraction 
—6.000 acres or thereabouts—of what it 
used to be in the old days, and in this 
direction regulations might be framed 
which would add considerably to the pros. 
perity of the agricultural community.

“SVENGALI” AT THE 
METROPOLE.

‘*Trilby ” is one of the hooks which will 
probably be read a hundred vears hence as 
it is read to-day, and nothing that stage or 
film may do will affect its infinite appeal. 
Some are attracted by Little Billee, some by 
the Laird, some even by Taffy, but the great 
majority is attracted by Trilby O'Farrell her- 
self. It is exceedingly doubtful if many ha 
been attracted by the personality of Svengali 
as presented by Du Maurier, yet, because it 
makes an almost ideal character for John 
Barrymore, the stress of the talking film 
version is given to Svengali rather than te 
Trilby. 

Jarrymore is one of the powerful per- 
sonalities of stage or screen to-day, and all 
who see ‘Svengali’ at the 
Cinema, Dublin, this week will agree that 
his performance is overpowering. He as 
likely to mesmerise audiences and dominate 
them without mercy as to show how Trilby 
could be mesmerised and controlled int 
acceptance as one of the greatest singers o 
her time. Sardonie humour, which is one of 
John Barrymore's finest attributes, makes his 
Svengali close to the original, but exen the 
most exact copying of Du Maurier’s draw'ngs 
must fail to conceal the “ famous profile '' 
which has disturbed the cinema colony so 
deeply and widely. The beard that of 
Svengali, but the nose and the legs are those 
of Barrymore. 


LOST DELIGHTS. 


Nothing more than an outline of Du 
Maurier’s famous story is retained for screen 
purposes, but at least audiences have been 
given an inkling of the importance of ‘* Sweet 
Alice Ben Bolt.’’ Trilby herself of little 
or no consequence, and she is not supremely 
well represented by Miss Marian Marsh, a 
newcomer to the ‘‘talkies,’’ not very apt'y 
cast in this film. But there remains Taffy, 
the Laird.

to bring the attention to a fine book which 
might so easily have been an equally fine 
him.

A resolution was 
passed asking the Department to send an 
mspector to visit the lands of Gubnaveigh 
with a view to having them planted under 
the ve-afforestation scheme, and pointing out 
that owing to the general depression in the 
agricultural industry, and the partial failure 
of the potato crop im this area, they con- 
sidered it an opportune time to take up 
this project, as it would give much needed 
employment in the dastrict. 

Tenders were taken from Messrs. Galvin, 
Bros., Wexford, and Messrs, Watson and 
Sons, Killiney. for the supply of trees for 
112 shelter belts, and for fruit and geneyal 
demonstration plots to be laid in the county. 

Mr. Devine, horticultural inspector, re- 
ported that there were hundreds of farms 
in the county without shelter, and under 
the scheme of the Committee giving the 
trees at one-third the cost, the expenditure 
of a few shillings would procure sufficient 
trees when carefully planted, fenced and 
attended to, and would make farmers‘ homes 
more comfortable, enhance the value of the 
holdings and improve the genera! appearance 
of the country.

SUCCESS OF THE 
PENSION SCHEME. 


GRATIFYING REPORTS OF 
IRISH COUNCIL. 


At a meeting of the Council of the Irish 
branch of the Queen’s Institute of District 
Nursing held in Dublin an encouraging re 
port ot the garden scheme was presenced.

Arnott, D.B.E. ; Lady Frederick Moore, Lady 
U’ Logilen, Mrs. J. X. Murphy, Miss Boland 
(hon. secretary), Mr. H. Montgomery lrwin, 
Mr. D. Telford and Dr. Foster Coates. 
Apologies were received from the Marchioness 
of Londenderry, D.B.E., J.P.; Senator the 
Countess of Desart, the Countess of Mayo, 
Mrs. Leslie, Mrs. Hamilton, Miss Carieton, 
J.P.; Mrs. Peacocke, Mrs. Leonard, Miss 
Atkinson, Sir John Moore, M.D., and Dr, J. 
Speares. 

‘The report of the Northern Ireland Execu- 
tive Committee, which was adopted, shows 
that new District Nursing Associations have 
been organised in two counties—Tyrone and 
Londunderry—and the full staff of the Belfast 
Home now consists entirely of Queen's Jubilee 
nurses or candidates in course of training to 
qualify as Queen's nurses. 

The garden scheme, by which the Nurses’ 
Pension Fund receives half the proceeds and the 
funds of the local District Nursing Association 
the other half, has been organised in each of 
the six counties, and the results are particu- 
larly gratifying, considering that this is the 
beginming of the scheme and that the summer 
was very wet. Propaganda is well advanced 
for an intensive campaign next year. 

GIFT FROM RED CROSS. 

The Ulster Joint Committee of the Order 
of St. John aud the British Red Cross very 
generously gave the General Purposes Com- 
mittee a sum of £250 for the Nurses’ Pension 
Fund and £250 to assist in the initial expenses 
of providing nurses for scattered areas still 
lacking them. 

The report of the Irish Free State Execu- 
tive Committee was adopted, and it was noted 
that ten new associations had been opened— 
Adare, Co. Limerick; Ballycroy, Co. Mayo 
(Lady Dudley scheme); Ballragget, Co. Kil- 
kenn; Bennetsbridge, Co. Kilkenny; Carn- 
donagh, Co. Donegal; Dunmore Fast, Co. 
Glangeviin, Co. Cavan (Lady

The garden scheme within the Irish Free 
State reports gross proceeds of over £4,000 
from 259 gardens opened in twenty counties. 
The committee are truly gratified at this re- 
markable success, and the cash—amounting 
to over £1,725—to be divided among the Dis- 
trict Nursing Associations in each county 
will be, doubtless, most welcome, and enable 
the committees to maintain the home nursing 
service in many poor areas. The best thanks 
of the committee are tendered to the honorary 
organisers in each county, and also to the 
garden-owners, for this excellent result in 
spite of continned wet weather.

Presiding at a special meeting of the Tip- 
perary teachers, Mr. Mansfield, commenting 
en the suggested ‘‘cut’’ in salaries, said’ that 
the scales of teachers’ salaries as given in the 
present regulations were, in the average Case, 
20 per cent., and in the case of young teachers 
25 per cent., higher than the actual net 
salaries teachers received, and this without 
any regard to the incom@ tax deductions. The 
regulation salary ignored the 10 per cent. 
“cut,” the 4 per cent. deduction for income 
tax, and an average loss of at least #10 per 
annum exvenses incidental to school work. 

He added that the Government, through 
neglect of meeting their statutory liability, 
had allowed the State side of the pension fund 
to drift into insolvency to the extent of five 
millions sterling, a deficit growing rapidly, 
while the teachers’ contribution side of the 
pension account had a surplus of about half 
a million sterling.

The Slum Problem, 


Within a short time the Free State 
Government's Housing Bill will have 
become law. Its terms will not represent 
immediate perfection, but they will form a 
solid foundation on which the Free State's 
social welfare will be based henceforward. 
A measure of this sort has been recognised 
as overdue for many years past ; and, when 
once it has received parliamentary 
sanction, the evil which it challenges must 
be fought without further delay. - So far as 
Dublin is concerned. no reform of recent 
years has possessed one-tenth of the 
urgency of the slum problem.

GANDHI THREATENS TO RESUME 
PASSIVE RESISTANCE.

“7 O-DAY the Prime Minister will declare the British Government's 
future policy in regard to India’s new Constitution. 


At the resumed plenary session of the Round Table Conference ves. 
terday, Sir Te) Bahadur Sapru, Hindu Liberal, addressing Mr. Riau 
Macdonald, said:—*'] sincerely hope that you will satisfy the expecta- 
tions which you have raised, and which we are entitled so legitimately and 


so rightly to entertain.” 


' The representative of the Bengal Moslems, however, declared, in a 
bitter speech, that the most urgent need was for a Government that would 
ensure stability of conditions, the safety of property and the lives of law- 
abiding citizens and Government officials. 


This speech had particular significance, in view of the promulgation 
by the Viceroy in New Delhi yesterday of an ordinance conferring on the 
Government of Bengal and its officers special powers for the suppression 
of terrorism, and providing for speedier trial of offences connected with 


the terrorist movement. 


When the Round Table Conference resumed in the early hours of this 


morning,

PREMIERS PLIGHTED WORD.

M i. WEDGWOOD BENN, Secretary of 
State for India in the Labour 
‘Government. and now a Labour Party 
representative at the Round Table Con- 

rence, told the delegates that they had 
ne as far as they could go until they 
knew definitely what the intentions of the 

ernment are. 

The one danger as I see it,” he went 
on. “is this—do not let the work be 
continued by experts inspired by ‘ die- 
hards.’ ’ : 

lurning to the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Wedgwood Benn said: ‘‘ You have dis- 
missed one Parliament—you have called 
another—you stand now parallel with 
parliamentary power. Use that power. 
Wield your sceptre while it is in your 
grasp. Go from this Indian assembly of 
st. James’s to the British assembly of 
St. Stephen 's, and ask them to ratify the 
heads of understanding which have been 
drawn up in the negotiations, and then 
ask our colleagues here round the table to 
take them back to invite and secure similar 
ratification there.’’ 


INDIAN YOUTH OPPOSED. 


Referring to the need for a strong 
Government in India, Mr. Benn said that 
it was a pitiful thing, but it was true, 
that in India youth was against us. 

‘Conflicts come. We shall be driven 
into conflict with those who are striving 
for the uplifting of India, who have been 
fighting against the drink evil, who have 
been fighting against social evils, who 
have been fighting against poverty. We 
want these people to be on our side in 
re-building a greater and better India.” 

Sir Te] Bahadur Sapru said that the 
idea of an All-India Federation, including 
the Princes, was the only idea on which 
they could afford to work. 

“1 will beg of you,” he continued, '' to 
think twice before you adopt the old- 
fashioned instalment system of reforms 
in regard to India. 1 do urge it on vou 
that the time has come when you should 
think out and evolve a comprehensive 
scheme which will cover both the centre 
and the provinces, and introduce them 
simultaneously.

COMB-OUT BEGINS 
AT ONCE, 

Combing out of the Chittagong area, it 
is understood in Calcutta, states Reuter’s 
Correspondent, began this evening simul- 
taneously with the promulgation of the 
new ordinance, as it is believed that about 
thirty armoury raid absconders and other 
terrorists are hiding in the district. 

The first section of the Ordinance ex- 
tends only to the district of Chittagong, 
and confers powers on officials to detain 
suspects and to regulate traffic. It also 
empowers them to requisition the services 
of certain classes of individuals, such as 
landholders and teachers, and to im pose 
collective fines on the inhabitants of 
turbulent areas. Proceedings or orders 
under this chapter cannot be called in 
question by any court. 

The main feature of the second chapter, 
which extends to the whole of Bengal. 
including Chittagong, is the constitution 
of special tribunals in any area which the 
Bengal Government chooses to try any 
person whom it believes to have com- 
mitted an offence connected with the 
terrorist movement. 


DEATH OR TRANSPORTA- 
TION. 


A special tribunal may pass any 
sentence authorised by law for an offence 
of which a person is convicted, but it has 
the additional right to punish with death 
or transportation for life anyone convicted 
of attempted murder in pursuance of 
terrorism. Cases may be heard in camera, 

The attendance of the accused is not 
necessary in cases where he is indulging 
in refractory conduct. No appeal will be 
allowed from the sentence of a special 
tribunal. 

The schedule of punishable offences 
covers generally—waging war against the 
King, harbouring offenders, murder, 
grievous hurt, extortion. robbery, dacoity, 
arson and criminal intimidation. 

Many urgent demands for stronger 
action against terrorism in the province 
have recently come, both from Europeans 
and Indians in Bengal, following upon a 
long series of murderous outrages. 

Restiveness has been manifest. among 
the younger Bengal Europeans, who have 
formed themselves into a “ gingering ’’ 
body known as the ‘ Royalists.” A 
leaflet issued by them recently detailed a 
list of outrages and demanded “‘ action.”’ 

Seven persons, including a British 
sergeant-major, were killed in the raid on 
the Chittagong Armoury on April 18, 
1930. in which at least a hundred rebels 
are said to have taken part.

is is expected that the text of at least 
one of the Transport Bills introduced 
last week will be available for discussion 
on second reading when the Dail meets 
to-morrow. This will be the bill dealing 
with road transport. Every effort 1s 
being made to have the bill dealing with 
the railways available also by that time. 
Both these measures will invite consider- 
able discussion, and, in view of this and 
of the fact that the Government is anxious 
to have them disposed of before Christmas 
it seems almost inevitable that the sittings 
of the Senate will extend into Christmas 
week. 

There is a strong belief that a bill will 
be ecessary to operate Mr. Blythe's pro- 
posed economies, and that an effort will 
be made to put this also through the Dail 
before the recess. If this is so it would 
not be surprising if Mr. Blythe took the 
opportunity to introduce it this week. A 
good many people are anxiously looking 
forward to its provisions. It will not be a 
desirable Christmas gift from the point of 
view of those concerned. 

THE SENATE’S HEAVY AGENDA. 

There will be a heavy agenda for the 
Senate when it meets to-morrow. The 
Customs (Oats) Bill, Expiring Laws, Mines 
and Minerals, and Housing Bills are on 
the Order Paper for second reading, and 
the Town Tenants and the Apprenticeship 
Bills on report stage. 

There are thirty-one amendments on the 
paper for the Town Tenants Bill and a 
dozen forthe Apprenticeship Bill. Several 
of the former are on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, and others are by Senator Brown, 
Senator Comyn, Senator Johnson, etc. In 
the case of the Apprenticeship Bill the 
amendments are chiefly by Senator John- 
son and Senator Farren. 

In connection with the Auctioneers Bill. 
the Senate will be asked to appoint repre- 
sentatives on the Joint Committee which 
is to consider that measure. 

The results of the Senate triennial 
elections will be declared on Friday next. 
and the first meeting of the new Senate 
will probably take place on the following 
Wednesday—namelv, 9th December. At 
that meeting the Chairman will be elected. 
and a date will be fixed for the election 
of the Deputy-Chairman. It is unlikely 
that there will be any contest for the 
chairmanship, the opinion being that 
Deputy Westropp-Bennett will be re- 
elected unopposed. Several names have 


been mentioned as probable candidates for 
the vice-chairmanship.

LODGED WITH LEAGUE 
OF NATIONS.

Mr. Marjoribanks (C., Eastbourne) 
elicited from the Foreign Secretary, in the 
House of Commons yesterday, that soon 
after their being signed the Irish Free 
State deposited, for registration at 
Geneva, the Articles of Agreement of 1921 
and the Agreement of 1925. 

His Majesty's Government in the 
United Kingdom notified the League that 
in their opinion Article 18 of the Covenant 
was not applicable to these documents, 

Note.—Article 18 of the Covenant of 
the League of Nations, referred to above, 
requires all members of the League to 
register at Geneva all agreements and 
modifications of agreements made between 
member States. When the Free State 
Government sent the Treaty for registra- 
tion the British Government protested, 
and the Free State Government replied to 
the effect that they registered the Treaty 
in compliance with Article 18 of the 
Covenant. Nothing further was heard of 
the matter. 

The Agreement of 1925 referred to in 
this answer is what is called the Boundary 
Agreement. This revoked the provision 
for the setting up of a commission to 
delimit the boundary as between Northern 
Ireland and the Free State, and released 


tthe Free State from any liability for the 


public debt of the United Kingdom which 
was provided in Article 5 of the 1921 
Treaty. It also settled certain other out- 
standing financial questions. The agree- 
ment was signed on behalf of the British 
Government, the Free State Government 
and the Government of Northern Ireland.

GENERAL MA’S THREAT

Japanese reinforcements, described as 
“the main body of a brigade,’ left here 
this evening for Tsitsihar (Northern Man. 
churia), against which General Ma 
Chang-shan, whom the Japanese defeated 
so decisively on the Nonni River, 1s said 
to be advancing from Hailun, his new 
headquarters. 

Although the Japanese claim that the 
Chinese are massing big forces in South 
West Manchuria between Chinchow and 
Tahushan, both on the Peking-Mukden 
Railway, in which British capital is in- 
terested, the Japanese are continuing to 
withdraw their troops, and the withdrawal] 
is now virtually completed, according to 
their spokesman here, who further suggests 
that as fast as the Japanese retire the 
Chinese are advancing in order to take 
over the evacuated areas. 

His side, however, had no intention of 
attacking the Chinese in this region, unless 
there were provocative action, and so far 
the Chinese movements did not amount to 
this. 

It is hoped to resume the through service 
on the Peking-Mukden Railway, which was 
interrupted last week, when the Japanese 
took the drastic step of despatching a 
brigade to Chinchow. 

Sir John Simon, Foreign 
replying to questions in the 
Commons as to the effect of the Man- 
churian trouble on British financial in- 
terests, said that British interests in the 
Peking-Mukden Railway had been affected 
by the interruption of traffic, and owing to 
the change of administration in Mukden 
there had been difficulties in the transfer 
of sums to meet those interests, and also in 
connection with the payment to British 
subjects for goods supplied. Negotiations 
were proceeding in connection with both 
these matters. He had no information 
that British interests had been otherwise 
affected. 

Following further discussions this morn- 
ing between the Drafting Committee of the 
League Council and Dr. Sze (says an Ex- 
change telegram from Paris), an opinion 
was elicited that after two weeks’ negotia- 
tions the situation is of as pth at 4 
nature as ever it was, and the only 
tangible achievement has been the fact that 
Chinchow has not been occupied by 
Japanese troops.

HE British Board of Trade issued last 
bg night a second Order under the 
Abnormal Importations (Customs Duties) 
Act, 1931. i 

The new Order imposes, as Írom Friday 
next, December 4, a duty of 50 per cent. 
ad valorem upon the following articles : — 

Glass bottles and glass jars, other than 
scientific glassware, not containing mer- 
chandise. 

Battery carbons. . 

Yarn, wholly or partly of wool (includ- 
ing mohair, alpaca and cashmere). 

Coir mats and matting. 

Household linen—including table linen, 
bed linen and towels—made wholly or 
partly of linen. 

Tissues in the piece, made wholly cr 
partly of jute. 

Carpets, carpeting 
wholly or partly of jute. 

Candles and tapers. 

Sporting guns, sporting rifles and sport- 
ing carbines and parts thereof. 

Air guns, air rifles, and air pistols, and 
parts thereof. 

Domestic spoons and forks of metal 
(other than gold or silver spoons and 
forks). 


AN AMENDMENT. 


The Order also amends the item 
“ Furniture made wholly or mainly of 
metal’’ in the Schedule to the No. 1 Order 
to read as follows :— 

“ Furniture made wholly or mainly of 
metal (other than aseptic hospital furni- 
ture) of the following descriptions :— 
“ Tables, desks and counters, chairs, 
stools and seats; bookcases and book- 
shelves ; cabinets, drawers and cupboards ; 
shelving, storage bins and storage racks, 
office letter racks and letter travs, lockers, 
and parts of any of these articles.” 

The Order issued last night is officially 
de: -ibed as the Abnormal Importations 
(Customs Duties) No. 2 Order, 1931. 


LINEN IMPORTS. 


The most important duty, as far as Ire- 
land is concerned, and, in particular, 
Northern Ireland, is that imposed by the 
Order on foreign household linen, in- 
cluding table linen, bed linen and towels, 
made wholly or partly of linen. 

The goods included under this heading 
are shown in two items in the annual 
statement of trade—‘‘Damask table linen 
not in the piece’’ and ‘‘ linen manu- 
factures not elsewhere specified.” 

The aggregate value of the imports of 
these items in October amounted to 
£29,000, as compared with an average 
monthly import in 1930 amounting to 
£19,000. 


ULSTER SATISFIED. 

The anti-dumping duty on household 
linen is welcomed by the manufacturers 
of Ulster, who foresee a revival in traue 
in a very short time. Their only regret 
is that varns have not been included in 
the lists yet. 

One prominent manufacturer, in con- 
versation with a reporter, said: “ This is 
what we have been waiting for, and it 
will mean a great increase of trade in the 
province. We are satisfied; that is all 
we want. 

‘‘ Under the first duties imposed Belgian 
manufacturers exported materia] to Great 
Britain bv the vard, on which there was 
a duty of fifty per cent. But they could 
turn that material into . manufactured 
goods and escape the duty. The new Order 
prevents that. 

‘‘It is a mystery why the Government 
confined themselves to the narrow limits 
of the first Order, because Ulster is chiefly 
interested in the manufacture of household 
goods.’”’

The Chair- 
man had promised to put the deputation’s 
views before the Board, which meets on 
Thursday, and would communicate with 
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the deputation further after the meeting. 
Mr. Donnellan said that they might inter- 
view members of the Board again after 
the decision had been received. 

Mr. Dempsey, the secretary of the 
Board, declined to see representatives of 
the Press. 

The case which the Limerick deputation 
placed before the Board has a particular 
significance for the rest of the towns in 
the Free State which will be affected by 
the increase in charges for electricity, and 
the decision of the Board is awaited with 
interest.

Leinster milk producers and Dublin 
distributors on the question of a better 
winter price, a substantial advance has 
been made towards a settlement of the 
demand for 1s. ld. per galion clear for 
milk supplied to Dublin. 

After a four and a half hours’ sitting 
in the Wicklow Hotel, Dublin, yesterday, 
the Leinster Milk Producers’ Association 
issued the following statement for publica- 
tion :'— 

“ The principal distributors and several 
of the smaller distributors have intimated 
their willingness to pay the price de- 
manded by the Association. Some details 
remain to be adjusted in these cases. 
Some distributors have refused to accede 
to the Association's terms, including the 
Lucan Dairy. Under these conditions, it 
was suggested by some of the principal 
distributors that they should meet sup- 
pliers and endeavour to avert any inter- 
ruption of the supply of milk to the city. 
The Association have agreed to comply 
with this request. This meeting has been 
fixed for Wednesday, December 2nd, in 
the Wicklow Hotel, Dublin, at 3 p.m.” 

Mr. C. M. Byrne, Chairman of the 
Wicklow County Council, presided, and 
there was a full attendance of the Execu- 
tive Committee, representing the counties 
of Louth, Meath, Dublin, Kildare, Wick- 
low and Wexford.

Mr. Bennett, Prime Minister of Canada, 
speaking at the Royal Scottish Corpora- 
tion banquet in London last night, said:

THE NEW DUTIES. 


The Times remarks in a leading article to. 
day :—The Board of Trade issuéd last night 
a second list of manufactured articles which 
are to be subject on import to an ad valorem 
duty of 50 per cent. The value in 1930 of 
the imports covered by the new list was 
about £9,000,000, and the most important 
items are glass bottles, wool yarns, manu- 
factures of jute, and household linen. The 
list embodies no new departures in policy, 
and, like its predecessor, is confined to articles 
the imports of which during October were 
substantially higher than the monthly average 
during 1950, and the demand for which can 
probably be supplied by British producers 
without justifying a rise in prices. 

It will be noted that, so far. the Govern- 
ment have not reached a decision upon the 
question of applying these experimental! tariffs 
to the large category of imports classified as 
iron and steel and the manufactures thereof. 
The omission will, doubtless, be a ground for 
complaint by those who have not realised 
either the use of the tariff weapon which 
the Government are justified in making or 
how highly controversial is the question of a 
duty on this class of goods. It will he re- 
membered that the last Conservative Govern- 
ment did not consider themselves justified in 
imposing a duty on imports of iron and steel 
under the safeguarding procedure, and 
though it appears possible to make 
out a stronger case now than 
then, no = unprejudiced person will 
grudge the present Government a further 
period for the studv of a question the answer 
to which is by no means even yet beyond dis- 


pute. 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE. 

The same considerations apply to the new 
duties on luxury agricultural produce. Sir 
John Gilmour's brief speech in moving the 
necessary money resolution vesterday in the 
House of Commons made sufficiently clear the 
scope, the method and the object of the 
scheme. Last year the value of the imporis 
affected was about £15,000.000. cf which be- 
tween £7,000,000 and £8,000.000 was ac- 
counted for by imports of early produce, and 
it must be remembered that the volume of 
these imports is tending rapidly to increase 
owing to the large development cf the horti- 
cultural . industry among Continental pro- 
ducers, and the increasing difficulty of the 
entry of their produce into other than the 
British market. 

They are all of the class of luxurv imports. 
commanding high prices by -eason of the 
early date of their appearance on the market. 
and their purchase by British nationals in- 
volves, therefore. an additional strain upon 
the value of sterling, which is “ot only con- 
siderable, bu: completely unnecessary.

LOUNDUN, Monday. 

EATURES of interest at this year’s 
i eyele and motor cycle exlmbition, which 
ned at Olympia to-day without 
formality, are to be found at beth ends of 
the seale, as well as im the middle range of 
the exhibits. In some former years interest 
has been in the machines. of medium power 
and weight, and this section is no means 
neglected now, but this year unusual cwcum- 
stances have contributed towards making the 
very small and the very large machines attrac- 
tive. With regard to the light-weights, the 
influence of the new British taxation scheme, 
which comes into operation on January Ist, 
1932, is noticeable. The tax on the light- 
weights has been reduced to the low level 
‘of fifteen shillings a year,eand this is such 
a substantial cut that.it cannet fail to have 
a great effect upon the number of such 
‘machines in use. The manufacturers have 
done their best to produce machines as re- 


ossible with- 
out exceeding the weight limit, ond which. 
the tax is thirty shillings a year. 

At the other end there are several exhibits 
that. can only be described as. motor cars opr 
two or three wheels. Technically, and for 
taxation. and show purposes, they are motor 
cycles, but for all practical purposes they ave 
cars, and one ef them is fitted with a motor 
car engine. This example has a water-cooled 
engine, as fitted to the Baby Austin car, with 
only a slight modification. 


in addition to gear-box, there is an electric 
starter. With the exception that there is no 
differential, the rear axle transmission is the 
suine as with a car. The tea wheels, with 
their 26 by 3 Fort Dunlop tyres, are spaced 
only so far apart as to provide clearance for 
the shaft and frame tubes. This latest model 
of the well-known Brough Superior is not 
intended solely for speed, but is designed for 
ordinary use as a touring passenger mount. 
On previous occasions there have been Brough 
four-cylinder models, the first being a ' Vee"’ 
engine, and the second an air-cooled straight- 
line engine, but they did not reach a stage 
at which they were commercially produced 
and marketed.

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ECONOMICS OF 
RE-HOUSING. 
CITY OUTSKIRTS OR 
CENTRE? 


A PROBLEM OF COST 
PROPOUNDED. 


i 


HE process of transferring citizens from 
ge the centre of the city to its outskirts 
does not meet with a favourable recep- 

tion in every quarter. 

The hy was raised yesterday with the 
Lerd Mayor of Dublin, who evinced stsong 
antipathy to a policy of outskirt housing 
schemes as a sole solution of the slum 
problem. Senator Byrne pointed out a pecw- 
liar fact as to comparative costs of the cen- 
tral block flat system and the cottage 
schemes for housing at the city’s extremities. 

Senator Byrne said that a number of large 
tenement houses are falling into a ¢on- 
dition. Cases are to be found where single 
dwellinghouses hold twelve families. Two 
and three-roomed flats are proposed as their 
future dwellings, but the estimate for such 
flats in an equally central area 1s 8450 a flat, 
so that to empty one such tenement ito 
twelve flats would cost the citizens £5,400. 
The flats must be let at rents that these 
citizens could pay, and reasonable rents 
would range from 7s. 6d. to 10s. a week, 
which would mean that at such _ rents 
an annual cost per flat of £20 would fall on 
the Corporation. Sheuld a large tenement 
dwelling be about to collapse—and many are 
near to that condition—alternative aecom- 
modation must be found for the inhabitants 
im distant cottages, whose situation is 
altogether inconvenient for r people. 
These cottages are letting at 10s. to }2s. 6d. 
a week, Their cost of building is only £350, 
yet the loss on them is more than the loss 
on the flats on central sites. ; 

‘‘What is remarkable in comparing the 
two systems,” said the Lord Mayor, “is that 
twelve cottages are heing built to am acre, 
and that an acre of ground and an acre of 
roofs, of roads and sewers can be provided at 
less cost, as compared with central sites. 

“ Why these cottages should be rg ag! to 
erect can doubtless be explained, but i can- 
not do it. It is extraordinary that the flats 
should cost £108 per family more than the 
cottages. I hold that ten or twelve suitable 
sets of block dwellings will have to be pro- 
vided in the more central areas of the city 
for those citizens who are at present dwelling 
in similar areas in dilapidated tenement 
houses. ”’ 


AMENDMENT NEEDED. 


The Housing Sub-committee of the Dublin 
Corporation requested a report on the 
Housing Bill from certain of the Carpora- 
tion officials. In the course of this 
memorandum it is reported that the Housing 
ill marks a distinct step forward on 
revious legislation with regard to the 
bai of the working classes. 

It is pointed out that there appears to 
be no specific power provided by the bill 
for the Commissioners to lend money to 
local authorities in urban districts for the 
purposes of the housing of the working 
classes. The absence of such specific pro- 
vision would constitute a serious handicap 
on the Dublin Corporation. In fact, the 
position of the Corporation will be worse 
than previously, because hitherto the 
Government made a grant of . 
per house in a lump sum contribu- 
tion towards the cost of the scheme. 
Under the bill the Corporation will now have 
to borrow the total cost of the scheme, and 
will then be reimbursed annually for a period 
by means of a contribution to meet a propor- 
tion of the loan charges. It. is evident that 
with an extensive housing * ee 20 the 
capital indektedness of the Corporation wall 
be seriously increased—possibly to the ex- 
tent of about 12, per cent. approximately. 
Owing to the difficulties of raising large 
capital sums, the effect of such disability will 
be very serious to the Dublin Corporation. 
It is strongly recommended that the bill 
should be amended so as to specially provide 
for the Corporation borrowing direct from the 
Government.

DUTY ON LUXURY 
ARTICLES.

WESTMINSTER, Monday 
OHN GELMOU Minister o 
ag this afternoon submitted a 
resolution imposing a duty not exceed. 
ing 100 per cent. of the value ou imported 
agricultural and horticultural produce. The 
Act to be subsequently passed to give effeet 
to the resolution is to remain in force for a 
period of twelve months, and it will apply to 
cherries, currants, gooseberries, grapes (hot- 
house}, plums, strawberries, aspetagus, green 
beans, breecolt and cauliflowers, carrots, 
chicory (salad), cucumbers, endive, lettuce, 
mushrooms, peas (greem), potatoes (new), 
tomatoes, turnips, cut flowers, plants m flower, 
flowers attached to bulbs, foliage bulbs and 
rose trees. 

He said that the luxury articles ineluded m 
the list could in no semse be described as the 
food of the people, and we could well shut 
them out altogether. The value of such im- 
ports for 1930 was over thirteen millions. 

fhe resolution did not cover, and was mot 
intended to cover, the whole of the Govern- 
ment’s agricuitural pelicy, but it did provide 
and establish security for the people in the 
country to develop the production of early 
produce. 

Mr. Tom Williams said that the Labour 
Party were not di ed to regard this resolu- 
tion merely from the peint of view of 
asparagus, broccoli and peas. They looked 
upon it as the first step in the direction of 
full food taxation. As to the articles men- 
tioned in the resolution, they were not of the 
siightest importance to farmers generally, “nd 
certamly would not satisfy them. More 


attention should be paid to marketing and 


less to protection and tariffs. 

Mr. G. Lambert said that if this was the 
Governments solution to the ricultural 
problem it was a deliberate insult to the 
greatest industry in the country. The Govern- 
ment had quite failed to get a grip on the 
situation, and he confessed he was apprehen- 
sive and alarmed. The main duty of the 
Government was to try to stahilise the pound, 
and unless that was done he was afraid there 
would be a very steep rise in prices He 
had voted with reluctance for what he con- 
sidered was an oppressive and brutal Budget, 
and even now he doubted whether that 
sudget would balance in March next. 


NEW MEMBER’S VIEW. 

There was an interesting maiden speech 
from Mrs. Sarah Ward, the Conservative 
mémber for Cannock. Speaking as the wife 
of a tenant farmer, she congratulated the 
Government on bringing in a resolution which 
she regarded as an auspicious step on the 


| road towards the prosperity of the country- 


side. it was absurd to suppose that the 
taxation of these luxury imports would bring 
any destitution or poverty to the poorest 
classes of the community. 

Sir C. Barrie considered that, whilst this 
measure nmwght help the agricultural industry, 
it would seriously injure the shipping trade 
and throw sailors and dock labourers out of 
employment all round the coast.

The first meeting was that of the (inaran- 
teed White Star Preference shareholders. 

Sir William McClintock, speaking for the 
voting trustees, said the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company’s moratorium granted by 
debenture holders, stock holders, and certain 
classes of its creditors would, unless ex- 
tended, expire on December 31.

the most economical and efficient manner. In 
the existing companies, the rights of secured 
and unsecured creditors would be preserved. 
There would also be an arran t whereby 
all financial creditors áis not to claim 
repayment or to enforce realisation for a 
eriod. The present suggestion was until 

ecember 31, 1934. 

‘*The voting trustees,’’ said Sir William, 
“met last week representatives of all the 
financial creditors, including, the British and 
Northern Ireland Governments. After a full 
discussion, the meeting expressed sufficient 
wequiescence with the general principles to 
satisfy the voting trustees that a solution of 
the problems of the various interests can be 
found,’’ 

Regarding the financial creditors, Sir 
William added. : “ You will realise the magni- 
tude of the matter when I tell. you the total 
umount involved is over £50,000,000—that is, 
creditors alone, including debenture holders.”’

CORK BUSINESS 
MEN’S REVIEW. 


From Our Own CorResPONDENT. 
CORK, Monday Night. 
HE annual report of the Cork Chamber 
lá of Commerce, which was read at the 
general meeting to-night, stated that 
the year ended October 31 last was pre- 
eminently one of crises, culminating in the 
collapse of British sterling The currency 
crisis affected Ireland only very slightly, as 
the bulk of their trade was with tinat 
Britain, and the depreciation of the £ acted 
as a barrier to the dumping of Continental 
manufactures on the Irish market. This 
afforded an unexpected measure of protection 
to home manufacturers, 

The fall in the value of the £, if stabilised, 
Should also be an indirect gain to Irish agri- 
culturists, as Continental suppliers of dairy 

roducts and foodstuffs to Britain would find 
it diffieult to lower their costs of production 
so as to meet Irish competition. There 
was a danger, however, that British mann- 
facturers, with restricted trade in foreign 
markets, might be forced to dump their sur- 
plus products here, and Irish manufacturers 
would thus find themselves at a disadvantage. 
It was to be hoped that the anti-dumping 
legislation adopted by the Oireachtas would 
be utilised to safegnard their industries. 

Puring the past year, it was noted, the 
trade passing through the Port of Cork 
declined appreciably as a result of a fall in 
the export of tractors, butter, oats and bacon. 


ELECTRICITY CHARGES. 

During the year Shannon current replaced 
that generated by the use of coal, and as a 
result the imports of coal through Cork 
decreased by 10,000 tons. The Council placed 
on record last year its approval of the 
scale of charges for the Cork area, and 
coincident with the publication of the rates 
there was a semi-official announcement made 
that these would be subject to further re- 
ductions. Instead of this, however, a 12} 
ow cent. increase had lately been decided on. 

efore this increase was announced, the 
Council publicly expressed its objection to 
any advance, especially in view of the fact 
that no financial statement of the affairs of 
the Electricity Supply Board had been made 
available. 

The report concludes by stressing the opinion 
that all public bodies should make special 
efforts to open up new avenyes of employ- 
ment, and that private employers could co- 
operate by retaining all their present workers 
and employing additional ones where at. all 
possible. 

Mr. M. Dorgan, outgoing President, moved 
the adoption of the report, and Mr. Cussen, 
in seconding, urged closer co-operation be- 
tween commerce and agriculture, referring to 
the prospect of a canring industry being 
established in Cork.

families, and that “ huge piles of tenements 
swarming with heterogeneous human units ”’ 
are things to be avoided at any reasonable 
cost. 

In assuming that such tenement blocks can 
be built at lower costs than self-contained 
cottages (of equal size and accommodation), 
Father Dempsey makes a serious mistake ; 
but his mistake gives overwhelming point 
and reinforcement to his general conclusion. 
Not merely has it been proven in practice 
everywhere that the tenement block 1s in 
every respect more costly than the cottage 
of equal size, but this fact, as it wonld 
apply to Dublin, is proven by the estimates 
of the City Architect, by the Corporation's 
housing reports, and by the utterances of the 
Minister for Local Government. Father 
Dempsey can satisfy himself upon this point 
by addressing appropriate questions to the 
City Manager. 

Yet, in the face of these admitted facts. 
the Corporation Housing Committee have 1n- 
duced the Minister for Loeal Government, 
and the members of Dail Eireann, to place a 
heavy premium on the building of each 
block of tenement flats in which to ‘‘ hnddle 
together ” many thousands of our fellow- 
citizens. 

Towards the estimated cost of each tene- 
ment flat at £450 the State (under the pro- 
visions of the housing bill which now only 
awaits the approval of the Senate to become 
law) undertakes to provide a subsidy of 
£162. The cost of the self-contained cottage, 
of equivalent size and accommodation, is 
cstimated (by the Minister and in the bill) 
at £350, towards which the State subsidy is 
limited to £82. This is a hundred per cent. 
State premivm on the tenement, as against 
the cottage dwelling. 

Is it too late—one is impelled to ask—for 
Father Dempsey, and for those who share his 
enlightened views, to approach Ministers and 
Senators in order to avert the tragedy of 
the housing bill in its present form ?—Yonrs, 
etc., " arr.”

there was a great increase in the number of 
partridges and pheasants, especially the latter, 
on. the unpreserved lands in this county. In 
a day s hunting hounds used to put up several 
coveys of partridges and quantities of 
pheasants. As soon as the restrictions were 
withdrawn the numbers began to diminish, 
until now it is quite the exception to meet 
either one or the other. 

To my mind the greatest enemy to game in 
Ireland is the unsportsmanlike shooter, not 
necessarily a poacher, who will! kill every bird 
in a covey if he can get the chance, regardless 
whether there is anything left to breed. When 
[ was a boy fifty years ago, there were lots of 
partridges in this neighbourhood. Vermin 
were just as plentiful as they are now, but 
there were comparatively few shooters, and 
While vermin 
are deadly to hand-reared birds, | think that 
the harm they do to wild broods may be

IRELAND,

RELAND triumphed in the Amateur con- 
test with Germany last night in the 
Theatre Royal, Dublin, the margin being 

5 to ó. With three contests decided Ger- 
many was leading by one; but J. Kennedy 
equalised for Ireland in the Light-Weights, 
and then came three successive victories for 
the home country, which placed the issue 
beyond doubt, the last fight ending in a 
knock-out for the German heavy-weight, 
Herr Ramek, who floored Guard Flanagan 
in the last round. ; 

Thus Ireland emphasised the merit of her 
success in the contest with the Americans at 
the same venue recently, and our Olympic 
team can now make the long journey to se 
Angeles with every hope of victory, as the 
Germans were the only nation to defeat the 
Americans on their tour. 

NOT AN INTERNATIONAL. 

It is rather unfortunate, however, that the 
contest does not take rank as an Interna- 
tional proper. At the outset the Master of 
Ceremonies announced 
that the German 
Association was un- 
able to get its full 
International team 
to travel, and that it 
was only as a result 
of the efforts of the 
zerman Consul in 
Dublin, Herr von 
Dehn, that the visi- 
tors were enabled to 
stage a full team. 
Consequently, he went 
on, the contest had 
to be regarded by 
each country merely 
as an invitation event. 
It was a disappoint- 
ment, but it did not 
detract in the slightest from the interest 
which the packed house took in the proceed- 
ings, and that it did not assume the dignity 
of a representative encounter in no wise 
minimises the merit of the remarkable achieve- 
ment of the Irish team, which, perhaps, did 
much.better than was expected of them 
against another, sent by a country which has 
steadily worked its wav to the foremost 
position in amateur boxing. 

The victory over the .americans invested 
this contest with a greater degree of interest 
than even the visit of the American team 
had aroused, and long before the teams came 
on to the stage there was not a vacant. seat 
in the theatre, among those in the boxes 
being the Governor-General, who was accom. 
panied by the German Consul-General. Herr 
Von Dehn; and Senator Byrne, Lord Mayor. 

A CORDIAL RECEPTION 

Thé introduction of the teams made a 
pretty spectacle, and a feature of the 
ceremony was the playing by the orchestra 
of the German National Anthem, which the 
majority of the audience must have listened 
to for the first time since the close of the 
Great War. The reception of the Germans 
was a particularly warm one, and that the 
‘‘house’’ was thoroughly impartial was re- 
vealed when, at the close of the middle 
weight contest between Guard Chase and

Herr Bernloehr there burst forth a storm 
of protest aguinst the decision from all parts. 
As a matter of fact. that. was not the only 
decision that a section of the spectators dis- 
agreed with; there was a difference of opinion 
also regarding the result of the light-weight 
bout, in which J. Kennedy got the verdict 
over Herr Schmicdes. Such outbursts 
are, however, to be regretted, as thev 
are calculated to injure the international 
reputation which Ireland has gained in the 
boxing arena, and that, be it said, on merit. 
THE OUTSTANDING FIGHT. 

There was one contest in particular that 
roused enthusiasm to the very highest pitch 
-~-that between Corporal O'Shea and Herr 
Kartz in the welter division. The German 
has a wonderful record in the ring, being 
the hero of one hundred and ten victories out 
of one hundred and twenty contests. That 
the Irishman was up against the toughest 
proposition he had been called on to tackle 
during his brilliant career was taken for 
granted, and when early in the first round 
was lifted off his feet it seemed as if 
ws might expect the overthrow of the Irish- 
man, but O'Shea had been caught off his 
guard and unbalanced, and was quickly at 
work again. 

Then we saw the real O'Shea. 
he fought as he did from that on. 
in fact, magnificent, his two-handed work 
being remarkably effective. Indeed, he 
boxed with a skill he had seldom if ever 
before exhibited, and he put a power into 
iis punches that made him appear absolutely 
wicked in his determination to win. When 
it ended the house rose en masse and roared, 
nor was there less warmth in the ovation 
that was accorded the German, who played 
his part right well in making it a wonderful 
fight, one that will be remembered by those 
who witnessed it for many years. 


FLANAGAN’'S DEFEAT. 

Every fight, however, was a good one. 
and the tournament concluded with a mag- 
nificent display of courage by another Irish- 
man, who, however, was this time the loser— 
Guard Flanagan. The Irishman is no midget, 
as heavy-weights go; but in the German he 
was faced by a regular giant, who towered 
head and shoulders above him. They. had 
no sooner begun hostilities than the German 
tore in and rushed the Guard to the ropes, 
on to which he fell, with the result that his 
weight caused the ring to collapse. I thought 
that had Flanagan kept his head he stood 
a chance of winning: but he took one

heavy one on the hack of the head in the I West 


fourth round which stunned him, and in the 
first minute of the concluding session he went 
down for the full count. It was a very 
plucky display by the Irishman, who was 
forced all over the ring by the sheer weight 
of the German, who also carried a terrific 
punch in each hand. 

That the victory of the Irishmen will be of 
tremendous benefit to amateur boxing in this 
country goes without saying. It is to be 
hoped they will do as well in the second 
contest in Belfast on Thursday night, and 
thus raise the standard of Irish amateur 
boxing still higher in the esteem of sportsmen 
all over the world,
